HISTORY IN THE CORN- 


(By “Nosoume.) 
bhen antiquaries have been ex- 


periencing considerable anxiety on 
account of the possibility of the dis- 
appearance of the relic of Newgate Tower, 
which stands, enclosed with railings, 
opposite Webb’s shop in the Cornmarket. 
Many discussions have taken place over 
the matter, in which sentiment and 
utility have fought a swaying battle. It 
is still undecided whether new building 
plans shall triumph over the desire of a 
considerable section of the community to 
; preserve a small fraction of a building 
“scheme that was in existence—or at least 
‘some portions of it--in the vear 1188. 
To judge by old books on Dublin, the 
Cornmarket neighbourhood seems at one 
time to have played a very important 
part in city life. It was set forth in the 
Brehon J:aws that corn was cultivated in 
Ireland from very remote periods, bread 
“being the staple diet of the inhabitants 
_of this island, Merchants from abroad 
were prohibited by a Charter of King 
* John, from purchasing corn, hides or wool 
within the city from any but citizens 
of Dublin. During the Middle Ages the 
records show that huge quantities of corn 
went from Jreland to England, Scotland, 
Wales, and even further abroad. For the 
safeguarding of this important business 
-the chief magistrate of Dublin in those 
days was bound to that the Corn- 
market was kept in good order, and that 
~ the weights and m: used were 
‘accurate. In the year 1468 a Statute Jail 
down that a man who had enough corn 
of his own was debarred from purchasing 
any in the foreign market. 
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: A New Trish Play : 
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An Trish Novelist. 


During last week-end I met Mr. Eimar 
O’ Duffy, the novelist, over in Dublin on 
a flying visit. He now lives in London, 
where he is busily engaged in re-writing 
his first book, “ The Wasted Island.” He 
is also writing a play, which he tells me 
deals with some of the famous characters 
in ancient Irish history. This he hopes 
to produce in London, partly because, as 
he says, producing plays in Dublin is not 
a lucrative proposition, and partly because 
there is a drought of good material in the 
English dramatic world just at present.

vear 1310 a time of scarcity occurred when 
a bushel of wheat cost twenty shillings, 
and certain bakers, who were proved to 
have used false weights, were dragged on 
hurdles through the streets—to be taught 
that honesty was, at any rate, the least 
uncomfortable policy.

PUBLIC LIFE. 


Besides its own special ratsan “eire the 
Cornmarket was the centre of interest in 
connection with. public Jife. HH 
of the localities in which the 
“announcement of peace or war was made 
by Ulster King of Arms.

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TWO NOTEWORTHY NAMES. 


Karly in the eizhteenth century the 
Cornmarket of Dublin was changed to 
Thomas street, and, where it formerly 
stood, the Bear Tavern and the Hibernian 
Chop House arose. Nos. 21 and 22 Corn- 
market have their niches in history 
through their associations with great 
personages, In No. 21 James Napper 
Tandy spent his early lide working as an 
iromiponger, 2nd in No. 22 Lord Fdward 
Kitzgerald spent some days in hiding in 
1798. 

The old Newgale of evi] memories seems 
to have heen the vear 1188. 
but the date of its erection is a matter 
of controversy. Jt was the town prison

Road Freaks. 


Subterranean fires have meade a road 
at Blaenavon unexpectedly red hot. Not 
long ago exeessive rains caused portions 
of roads suddenly to fall away; and in 
order not to allow it to be supposed that 
Nature, herself alone, could have things 
ail her own way, gas explosions in 
Holborn supplied a rocking road to 
London. Here the neighbourhood of bogs 
has sometimes brought about equally dis 
concerting situations. In the vicinity of 
Stacpoole’s bog, in West Clare, many 
years ago cabins and cabin-dwellers on 
a certain roadside saw daylight a quarter 
of a mile from where they went to sleep, 
and even members of families were sepa- 
rated from each other and families from 
the family property. During the night 
the bog had shifted, carrying everything 
with it. The road, running rather irre- 
gularly, it must be admitted, still exists 
and remembers its story in its name of

Miss Susan Carpenter. 


Many friends in Dublin have heard 
with regret the news of the death of Miss 
Susan Carpenter, a well-known Irish 
woman journalist in JLondon. Miss 
Carpenter was the daughter of Captain 
William Carpenter, for many years the 
Harbour Master of Dublin, and her 
mother was also a prominent Dublin Jady, 
Miss Margaret Smithson. Miss Carpenter, 
who had reached a very advanced ave, 
Was one of the pioneer women journalists 
in London, aud was for many vears on 
the staff of The Times, the Daily Teles 
graph shad Crapi Ie, She was prominent 
In the suffrace movement, and in the 
early dave one of the most active 
Daine Fuwcett. When the 
war broke out, although over seventy years 
of age, she told, as she said to one of her 
friends, “a good Jie.” and was accepted 
tor servace. For some vears now she has 
lived in retivement in Hastings, occasion- 
wily paying visits to her old friends in 
Dublin and her coileagues in London. She 
died in a Hastings Nursing Home last 
week, leaving few surviving relations. Her 
brother, who was a doctor in the Navy. 
died in India. She was a cousin of the 
late Bishop Boyd Carpenter, the Bishop of 
Ripon. Her nephew, the Rev. William 
(arpenter, is rector of a parish near 
Hastinuys, one ol her reasons for living in 
that part of the country.

Really there ought to be some law 
about election posters. The latest by- 
election in North Dublin has receded into 
the past, the tumult and the shouting 
died, but the constituency is still dis- 
figured by the posters of the protagonists.

Irish Guards for the Gower. 


The Irish Guards, who, according to the 
War Office relief programme for 1929-30. 
are to be moved from Aldershot to the 
Tower of Londen, are the youngest of the 
four units of the Household Troops, their 
creation taking place in 1902 as a mark 
of Queen Victoria’s appreciation for the 
services of the Irish regiments in the South 
African War. 

The Irish Guards are distinguishable 
from the other units of the Guards by 
certain peculiarities of dress. A blue- 
green plume is worn on the bearskin cap, 
and in the arrangement of buttons on the 
tunic the Irish Guards are exceptional in 
having theirs arranged in fours, whereas 
the Grenadier Guards buttons are 
arranged evenly, those of the Coldstreams 
in twos, and those of the Scots Guards 
in threes, 

Jt is a special privileve of the Guards 
that they are subject to the commands 
only of their own officers. In times of

peace none of the Guards serve abroad, 
although in 1907 one battalion which it 
was proposed to disband was sent to Egypt.

INFLUENCES OF 
STORY-PICTURES.

PAINTINGS SOON FOR- 
GOTTEN. 


> — 


(By “ AN ART CRITIC.”) 
A™ we really influenced by great 


pictures or those which have been 
painted to help and teach us? A remark- 
able rebuke was administered recently by 
some unknown art-lover through thie 
medium. of the agony. column. It was 
intended to catch the eye of a woman who 
had visited the recent Dutch exhibition 
at the Royal Academy. While gazing on 
a masterpiece by Vermeer, she had been 
overheard to make a remark about 
adenoids. 

Curiously enough, immediately. after- 
wards, in another newspaper, an art-lover 
bade a rapturous farewell to this Vermeer 
in this singularly eloquent agony :— 

“Farewell, Vermeer, whose spell has 
brought me thirty times, save one, to 
brave the crowds which thronged about 
your masterpieces. Farewell, Little Girl 
without a Name. The tires about your 
head may be your own contriving, but, 
dress you never so cunningly, in the flesh 
you could hardly draw from us a glance, 
The master’s brush alone reveals your 
latent charm and brings vou worship.”’ 

The annual spring exhibition at the 
Royal Academy will be opening shortly, 
but it would be quite easy for anybody 
who has attended the private view day 
for a few years to anticipate the general 
flow of conversation. The physical 
characteristics of the figures, the gowns, 
the likeness of portraits, and, of course, 
the inevitable hunt for mysteries and 
hidden meanings virtually comprehend 
all the subjects of conversation. As one 
great artist remarked last year after a 
pleasant and lively little controversy, “ It 
has been a blessed relief to have some 
talk about art.”’ 

People have written books about 
“ poems which have influenced me,” and 
‘“ songs which have influenced me,” but 
would it be possible to make a whole book 
about pictures which have exerted an 
abiding influence—not on art experts and 
lovers, but on ordinary individuals? 


EMINENT FAILURES. 

Many eminent artists have tried to 
preach sermons on canvas, but the painful 
truth is that most of those artists have 
failed, and, therefore, are forgotten. Many 
homes in these islands must contain repre- 
ductions of extraordinary Biblical pictures 
by John Martin. A generation ago his 
crowded and lively canvasses of ‘ Bel- 
shazzar’s Feast’’ and kindred themes were 
toured through the country, and were seen 
in all the chief towns by thousands of 
admiring citizens. I) spite of this, 
Martin died bitterly disappointed that 
he had not been honoured, and chagrined 
to find that his work was fading out of 
the public mind. 

Holman Hunt painted ‘‘The Hireling 
Shepherd,’’ with the deliberate intent of 
preaching a sermon lesson. This picture 
was addressed to religious teachers who 
engage in unworthy pursuits while neglect- 
ing their duties, and who enjoyed ease 
and selfish pleasures. Sir Noe] Paton was 
another artist who tried to preach sermons 
in paint, and Gustave Doré poured forth 
an astounding flood of pictures with 
morals. 

It is significant that there are no sensa- 
tions in the salerooms when the works of 
any of these story-picture painters come 
into the market. No rica collectors pay 
fabulous sums for their sermons. The 
crowds which once collected before their 
pictures have vanished. 

IMPRESSIONS TOO FLEETING. 

Is it unreasonable, therefore, to conclude 
that the artists who try to influence our 
conduct in life through their art have 
painted in vain? Indeed, it is pathetic 
to run through the written lives of these 
men and find no instances of persons who 
are known to have been definitely 
influenced. Is the impression gained from 
a single picture too fleeting ? 

Naturally, it is to be expected that art 
experts, when they visit a gallery, should 
he solely concerned about art. Their chief 
talk should be of techniqne. Doubtless, 
lnany people think of inartistic things just 
as the person thought of adenoids in the 
presence of Vermeer. Surely it is surpris- 
ing that the romance of art is silent about 
inexpert humans who have been able to 
confess that some pictures have changed 
their lives, or, at least, have influenced 
them. One wonders whether there are 
people who can pay this tribute to art out 
of their personal experience. 


NEW GAELIC PLAY AT 
THE ABBEY THEATRE.

“THE WOMAN OF COURAGE.”’ 

Last night the Gaelic Players procuced at 
the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, a new piay by 
Mr. Pierce Beasley, An Bhean Chrodhu 
(‘The Woman of Courage’’), and played to 
w much better-filled house than has been usual 
this season. The play was a _ four-act 
tragedy, based on actual events which hap- 
pened in West Cork in the eighteenth cen- 
tury; and among ifs merits was the relief 
afforded by gallant costumes and haughty life 
to the over-tamiliar cotlage play. “ 

Donal O’ Mahony, the hero—played with his 
usual vigour by Pól O Fearghail—is a rap- 
paree, living a hunted life. We see him in 
his cave of refuge, holding a sort of court, 
waited upon by servants ceremoniously, and 
In company with a priest and a poet {the 
latter part played by the author himself). At 
the house of Colonel Hungerford (Gearóid O 
Lochlainn) and his wife (well played by Máíre 
Ni Shíocháin) there is a girl on whose charac- 
ter the plav turns. This is Mairéad de 
Barra, half-English, half-Irish, hali-svympa- 
thetic with the lapparees and half their bitter 
eneinv. She has heen nurtured on the Bible. 
and her desire is to play some brave part like 
that of Judith. Accordingly, plays a 
perplexing duel of wits with the raupparee, and 
goes blindfold to his cave to demonstrate 
her courage, She is armed with a erievance 
that brother has been slain, but love 
Passes het ween them.

This duo to the fault 
Which we have noted before in Mr. Beaslev’s 
cloquent imaginative and romantic plays—- 
the prolixity of dialogue. The speeches 
ought to be cut ruthlessly in order to quicken 
action, and a further result would be the 
greater clarity of the character drawing. The 
leading parts were obscure, and the lines of 
the plot lacked clear definition. Mr. Beasley 
writes so eloquently that he forgets that his 
words must be subordinate to the drama. 

Particularly interesting was the appearance 
of Grainne de Búrea in*the leading part. We 
seem to have seen her before as * Antigone ”’ 
in Dr. Brown's translation. She has a rare 
stage presence, although she lacked feeling 
last night. There was a long caste and 
several other new players — among them 
Máire Griffin, a bright hitle player, whose 
lauch was delightfully natural. Henrv Sadler 
played a magistate’s part with great drollerv. 
As usual, the women knew their parts much 
better than the leading men.

THE RESPONSIBHITY FOR THE 
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STRONG CRITICISM OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


From Our SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
WATERFORD, Wednesday. 


The insolvency of the Teachers’ Pension 
Fund, as disclosed by the recent actuarial in- 
vestigation, was the basis of trenchant 
criucisms of the Free State Government, at 
the resumed Congress of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Association, in Waterford to-day, 
when the following resolution, proposed by 
the General Secretary (Mr. T. J. O'Connell, 
T.D.), was passed with enthusiasm — 

‘‘ That, as the section of the Pension Fund 
snown as the Teachers’ Contribution Ac- 
ount shows a surplus on valuation, and as 
the deficiency disclosed by the recent actuarial 
eport is entirely confined to the Endowment 
Account, the sections for which the Govern- 
ment is responsible, this Congress demand 
‘hat the Government should bear the whole 

st of making good this deficiency, and so 

cing the fund in a solvent position. That 
‘he General Executive Committee be in 

nected to organise and prosecute a 
\igorous campaign throughout the country, 
whereby the equity and reasonableness oi 
‘his demand will be brought home to repre- 

utatives of all parties in the State,” 

TEACHERS WITH GUNS. 

Many of the speakers protested against the 
discrimination existing between the teachers 
nd other classes of public servants. - 

It seems to me, said Mr. C. P. Murphy, 
of Cork, a past president of the Association. 
that the only persons held in any kind of 
esteem at the present time are those who 

iot someone, and not the people who helped 
to build up the State on constitutional lines. 

If the teachers went out with guns in the 
morning, he added, they would get more than 
DV peaceful agitation. 

AN ERRONEOUS IMPRESSION. 

Mr. O'Connell, proposing the resolution, 
reviewed the whole situation with regard to 
the position. of the teachers and the pension 
fund. An erroneous impression had, he said, 
eer created by statements in the Press, to 
he effect that the fund showed a deficiency 

four and a quarter millions. This de- 
was disclosed as the result of 

n actual investigation into this fund. 
Many people, not understanding _ the 
facts, came to the rather hastv conclusion 
that the national teachers were in some way 

another responsible for the deficiency dis- 
used on the actuarial report. People who 
hould have known better, and even the 
Ministry of Finance, appeared to have come 
t that conclusion. It they were to judge 
from a ietter received from them on the 
subject, they had not given the matter the 
consideration that it deserved, and, had they 
done so, he persenally believed they would 
not have written that letter. 

The fund was established fifty years ago, 

d certain conditions were laid down and 
ertain subventions were made, and he would 
fact that a considerable suin of 
lrish money was set aside as a capital sui, 
ind the money accruing from that. together 
with contributions from the teachers them: 
selves, was to provide pensions for Trish 
national teachers. No other class of people 
vas being asked tu contribute towards pen 
sions—civil servanis, local officers. 
various classes of public servanis 
pensions from: the State. While other 
servants were paid generovsly without 
contribution, the teachers were asked to con 
fribute ort « their peeacre and iniserab'e 
salaries.

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THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

Mr. O'Connell proceeded to refer to the 
negotiations entered into, extending over 
thirty years back, with the British Govern. 
ment, and stated that the salaries ‘*‘ cut” 
had been agreed to on the understanding 
hat an equitable pension fund would be later 
forthcoming. He showed how the deficiency 
existed on the Government side of the fund 
entirely, while the teachers’ contributory 
side was more than solvent. This was the 
distinction that should be wade. Each of 
the two sections had to bear its own pro 
portion of the fund. Under certain statutory 
rules that had been drawn up the 
Government was to hear three-quarters 
and the teachers one-quarter of the pen 
sions. This was continued up to the 
present time. A valuation of the fund dis- 
closed a deficiency of four and a quarter 
millions, but this defimency was entirely 
existing on the Government while the

side, 
teachers’ side of the frnd actually showed a 
surplus of £350,000. In other words, the 
teachers had kept thei: side of the bargain, 
and their fund was sulvent. and some of that 
side of the fund was being used to meet the 
deficiency on the other side, 

Since the establishment of the two Govern- 
ments in Ireland the North had treated its 


‘teachers far more generously than the Free | 


State in the matter of pensions. There were 
close on 500 teachers 'n the Free State who 
had pensions of less than £50 a year—(cries 
of “Shame’’}—men and women who gave 
thirty and forty years” service to the State. 
Thev had close on €00 women teachers, ex- 
cellent teachers every one of them, 
because thev taught in convent schools were 
debarred from getting any pension or gratuity 
of any kind, even after forty vears’ service. 
From what source could these teachers have 
made provision for their later years? They 
all knew the miserable salaries that they 
getting. They had 2,500 whole-time 
teachers who, for some reason that he never 
ould understand, were called junior assistant 
mistresses—although some of them had 
reached the retiring age: those, too, would 
set no pension of any kind. In Northern 
Ireland junior assistant mistresses and 
convent school teachers had been awarded 
pensions, and, furthermore, an Act of Parlia- 
ment passed a few years ago in the North 
made it clear that the Government undertook 
to make up anv deficiency that might arise 
in the fund. and tha. it would not be put on 
the teact

Continuing. the General Secretary said that 
there yas nidoubted] y some justification for 
the statements made regarding the burden af 
vation on the Siate.

He said wothing as- to whether these ex- 
R.LC. should get pensions, but he did not 
see why the fs,overnment should pay them 
pensions to this extent. Of all the pension- 
3ble people in the Free State, onlv the Civic 
Cruards, beside the teachers. contributed any- 
thing towards their pensions. The teachers 
were called on to pay 4 per cent., and now 
they were being asked to dig cleeper into 
their pockets and put out a greater amount 
still. The duty was to let these facts be 
known to the public; for the Government 
was In power only in so far as the people of 
this country put them in power, and he 
personally did not believe that the people of 
this country, if they knew the facts regarding 
this pension fund, would deny the teachers 
their reasonable claim. The people of 
the country would not agree to such treat- 
ment, as the Government now proposed to 
mete out to those who gave their best years 
to the service. The Irish people had a great 
seuse of justice and fair play, and he believed 
that they would not stand for a proposal 
fuch as the Government were now making. 
Had the Ministry of Finance taken all the 
facts into consideration they would never 
have issued that bold statement, to the effect 
that they were not prepared to shoulder the 
burden which had been undertaken by a 
zovernment whose successors they were. He 
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had never known of a more just, and equit- 
able claim than that now put forward by the 
teachers in this regard... If they were to be 
encouraged to do the things necessary to this 
new country which was being built up, the 
Government should not be seeking discontent 
and dissatisfaction amongst them. The 
teachers had already done their share, and 
more, towards the building up of the State 
in past years. (Loud applause. ) 
THE TEACHERS’ DEMAND, 

Mr. W. P. Ward, Vice-President, Ballina- 
sloe, seconding, said that it was clear from 
the report that the fund was insolvent be- 
cause the Government had not put sufficient 
money into it to keep it solvent. The 
teachers would demand that the Government 
would increase their contributions to such 
an extent as to place their part of the fund 
on the same solvent basis as the teachers’ 
part. The fund had been in the sole control 
of the Government, and never had the 
teachers any say as to how the money was 
to be invested, and in no way could the 
teachers be held responsible for the deficiency. 
When the fund was taken over from the 
British Government five or six years ago it 
became evident from the facts before them 
now that the fund was then solvent, and 
when the financial settlement between the 
Free State and England was being made the 
matter should have been attended to. If the 
Free State Government did not deal with 
that matter, then they were actually respon- 
sible for making good the deficiency caused 
then by their own mismanagement. 

Recently they had heard much about the 
sanctity of obligations, and when it had been 
suggested that the Government should dis- 
claim certain obligations they .always said 
that a nation’s credit depended on the way 
they paid their debts, and if a nation did not 
fulfil its obligations its credit would go 
down. The proposal in this case, 
that the Government should _ refuse 
to fulfil its obligations, came, not from the 
people, but from the Government. themselves. 
Pension schemes for other servants were 
much more beneficial than those of teachers. 
while the amount of service required was 
not so great, and in no case were they asked 
to do the same arduous work as teachers. 
He did not know that there was any more 
difficult work than that of the Irish teachers, 
especially because during the past ten years 
they had been required to teach two lan 
guages, which no other body of teachers in 
the English-speaking world had to do. 

THE PAY OF THE CIVIC GUARD. 

Mr. J. R. Nash, Tipperary, declared that 
the salary of a teacher compared unfavour- 
ably with the salary of the ordinary Civie 
‘Guard, because a boy who reached seventh 
standard in a national school could rise 
to the rank of superintendent; and he knew 
one case where a boy with only such an 
education was now a superintendent at the 
age of 24 vears enjoying a salary of £600 
a year. How, he inquired, could teachers 
send their children for the teaching profes- 
sion when salaries and pension rights were 
to be swept away whenever the Govern- 
ment took the whim to do so? Such un. 
prospects would mean that a 
poorer type of citizen would enter for the 
profession. 

A SERIOUS POSITION. 

Mr. D. C. Maher, Tipperary, said that the 
position revealed by the actuarial investiga 
tion was a very serious one, and more serious 
still from an exclusively educational stand- 
point, because for vears and years an agita- 
tion had heen kept up to obtain a living 
wage .for teachers, and that agitation pre- 
vented them yiving their full attention to 
their work. They had thought, when the 
silaries question of 1923 was finished, that 
they would be able to give their whole atten. 
tion to their work; but then came the 
saleries “‘cut,” and now the pensions fund 
crun. Lhe teachers were not in any way 
responsible for the position which had arisen 
m regard to the pensions fund. if the 
Free State Government took over a bankrupt 
fund from the British Government, as it 
did, it wus its duty either to make it solvent 
back to the British Government.

Nutian, Lraiee, a past President 
ot the Association, having referred to the 
part played by the teachers in assisting 
towards the foundation of the Free State.

intolerable for the citizen. The teachers’ 
reward for helping in the revival of the 
unguage was to get a ten per cent. “cut” 
in their salaries, ind now they were to be 
robbed of their pensions. He believed that, 
apait from the moral obligations on the 
Government, the teachers had a position 
perfectly sustainable in law. Their slogan. 
he suggested, should be “ Not an inch; not 
a penny.”

Apart from these things, they had, he 
Lelieved, a pertectly sound legal position 
from which to fight this matter. “We have 
the Jaw,’ he concluded, amidst prolonged 
checring; “we have our organisation, and, I 
believe, we have the fair-minded people «! 
the corniry henind us,” 

GOVERNMENT'S NEGLIGENCE. 

Mr. Edmund Mansficld, Tipperary, de- 
clared that the Government had a solemn 
obligation to honour, and if they did not 
honour their bond they would be a disgrace 
to the State of whose destinies they had 
charge. 

Mr. Mansfield, like previous speakers, 
charged the Government with negligence in 
its handling of the transfer of the Pensions 
Fund, and with failing during the megotia- 
tions concerning Article 5, to direct the 
British Government 's attention to the fact of 
a deficit on the Irish Education Board of 
ten million pounds—a deficit which the 
Saorstat Government should have endeavoured 
to set off against tLe British Government. 

The teachers, said Mr. Mansfield, were the 
only body of public servants who had not 
sought guarantees when the Treaty was being 
signed, but they relied on native sense ol 
justice and fair play, only to be let down. 
AN ARRANGEMENT. 

Mr. R. Reilly, C.E.C., Chairman of the 
Vigilance Committee, Northern Ireland, said 
that there was an arrangement between the 
Governments of the Free State and Northern 
Ireland regarding the transfer of teachers to 
secure pensions, or that a sum equivalent to 
four times the amount of pws premium 
paid by the particular teacher must be ex- 
changed from one department to that or as 
the case might be. This showed that both 
departments had accepted responsibility for 
three-fourths of the teachers’ pension fund. 


DOUBTFUL ARGUMENTS. | 

Mr. C. P. Murphy, Cork, Past-President, 
said that he could not understand why any 
Government could legally get out of a con- 
tract deliberately made with the teachers. He 
was doubtful about the force of the arguments 
of previous speakers regarding the moral law, 
because he feared that many members of the 
Government and many persons in high 
positions in Ireland did not quite act up to 
their moral obligations. In Ireland were 
many persons remarkable, not so much for 
what they had done for the country as what 
they had done the country for. Some teachers, 
he said, were reduced to penury, and many 
were in debt, through no fault of their own, 
but because of the miserable salaries that they 
were paid. They heard much about cases 
where two teachers who were husband and 
wife were earning £800 a year, but they heard 
nothing about Ministers and their wives who 
had private incomes and were drawing money 
out of public funds in various ways. He knew 
of one case where father, mother, and all the 
children were employed in Government 
services. 

“We hear nothing about these things, 


worse 


because they are hushed up from the public,” | 
he declared. ' “My point is that this is wholly 
illegal and illegitimate expenditure. 

Government had given honoraria to in- 
dividuals who never deserved them. I gave 
the names on public platforms before, and 1 
could substantiate them again if necessary. 
Ask the members of the Public Accounts 
Committee for some information on that 


point.” 
THE SCAPEGOATS. 

Why should other services have pension 
schemes, Mr. Murphy proceeded, to which 
they do not pay any contribution, while we 
are expected to pay 124 per “ent under the 
new Government scheme? (Cries of '' We 
wont do it.’’) He believed that the civil 
servants deserved the pensions; but why 
should the teachers be made the scapegoats 
and why should the R.I.C. pensioner get £50 
on every £100, while National teachers got 
only £2 10s.? Which of us gives greater 
service to the country? he added. It seems 
to me that the onlv person »t the present 
time who is held in any kind of esteem in 
this country is the person who has shot 
somebody, and not the person who has 
helped to build up the State on constitu- 
tional lines, and to build up character, as 
the teachers nad done. If the teachers went 
out with guns in the morning they might get 
more than by peaceful agitation. That seems 
to be the rule in this country. (Apovlause.) 

It was up tc them to let the public know 
what kind of service teaching was. There 
was no service whe-e the individual felt 
more embittered than the teachers of the 
present day and for years past. He did not 
believe that, if the youth of the country rea- 
lised what was before them, they would ever 
dream of becoming teachers. It was up to 
them to educate youth seeking entrance into 
the profession, and in many ways they could 
consider their attitude towards the State 
and its social services. There were such ser- 
vices as those in the thrift movement, and 
they could consider their attitude towards 
subjects that they tancht in the schools. Let 
the State consider these things, and the 
State might then regard the teachers’ organi- 
sation as a force to be reckoned with. 
(Applanse.)

ENNIS URBAN AFFAIRS 
PUZZLE. 


COMMISSIONER DECLARED 
RE-ELECTED. 

When the recent elections for an Urban 
Council in Ennis proved abortive, no can 
didate having been nominated, it was stated 
that, as in 1926, the County Council would 
be invited by the Local Government Depart- 
ment to appoint a small committee to 
administer the urban affairs. 

This has not happened, but the Town 
Clerk, Mr. M. J. Carmody, who was return- 
ing officer at the election, has now issued a 
notification that the retiring Commissioner 
Mr. P. J. Meghen, B.E., B.Sc. is ‘* deemed 
to be re-elected.’’ : 

It seems that, according to schedule of 
dates arranged by the Town Clerk in connec- 
tion with the election, the result should have 
heen publicly proclaimed by April 2nd. In 
the event of no candidate having been 
nominated the Local Government Act of 
1898 prescribes that a special form should 
be issued, declaring the retiring Council re 
elected. In the case of Ennis, the Commis- 
sioner who has been in charge of the adminis- 
tration for the past three years had taken 
the place of the Urban Council, and. accord- 
ingly, in the view of the returning officer, 
should be deemed to have heen re-elected. 

It 1s expected that the Department's view 
on the situation will be given without delay. 
In the event of the matter being referred 
to the Clare County Council it is extremely 
uniikely that that body will nominate any 
committee to administer Ennis urban affairs.

PROPOSED POLLING STATION 
FOR RATHLIN. 

Ballycastle (Antrim) Rural Council, at its 
meeting last Tuesday, was informed by the 
Antrim County Couneil that representations 
had been made to that body that a number 
of polling places as at present constituted 
throughout the county for Parliamentary 
elections required alteration. 

The Clerk said that he thought it was 
most certain that the alterations should be 
made without consultation with the local 
representatives. 

Another unfair arrangement was the non- 
provision of a polling station on Rathlin 
Island. At the last Parliamentary election 
Ballycastle was fixed as the polling place for 
the islanders, with the result that not a 
single Rathlin vote was cast. 

The Chairman (Mr. McAlister) pointed out 
that in the case of a re-arrangement in 
Glenariff electoral division people would 
have to go seven miles to record their votes. 
Rathlin Island, he said, should have a polling 
station, as it was a rural district unit, instead 
of its voters having to cross by hoat. Under 
the present arrangement it practically meant 
that 160 persons were disfranchised. 

It was decided to inform the County 
Council that the proposed re-arrangement 
with regard to Glenariff was most incon- 
venient to the majority of voters, and to 
request that a polling station be fixed on 
Rathlin Island.

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EDUCATION IN > 
THE NORTH. 


RELIGIOUS TEACHING 
IN THE SCHOOLS. 
TEACHERS’ CRITICISM 
OF THE CLERGY. 


- 


At the tenth annual conference of the 
Ulster Teachers’ Union in Londonderry 
yesterday, at which Mr. J. J. Boyd, b.A., 
presided, 

Mr. J. Smyth, Lisburn, proposed—‘* That, 
as the progress made in providing new school 
buildings, medical and dental treatment, and 
scholarships to secondary schools and 
universities has been due to the initiative of 
regional education committees—and in Bel- 
fast especially this progress has been remark- 
able—we would deprecate any alteration ol 
the Education Act that would lessen the 
power of these committees, and consequently 
reduce their interest in educational develop- 
ment. Moreover, as the Government grant 
for education is practically a fixed sum, and 
not likely to be increased, all further develop- 
ments in education must be met by rate aid; 
it would, therefore, be a grave errer to 
transfer powers from the elected representa- 
tives of the people to nominated committees. 
the members of which would he appointed 
solely because of their attachment to a 

rticular religious denomination.” 

“HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF.” 

Mr. Smvth reviewed events in 1831, when 
the national school system of education was 
introduced, to show how now history was re- 
peating itself. He pointed out that the 
opposition hinged chiefly on the provision 
that Bible instruction must be confined to the 
{ime set apart for religious instruction. The 
claim then was that the clergy should have 
the right to enter the schools at any time to 
give religious instruction, and the ery was 
raised that the Bible was in danger. The 
opponents of the then new system called to 
their aid the Orange Order, just as they were 
doing now. Resolutions were passed in the 
Orange lodges all over the country denouncing 
the system. Gun clubs were formed all over 
the country for the protection of the Bible. 
(Laughter.) In many cases schools transferred 
were burned. The result was that, instead of 
a system in which the children of all de- 
nominations shonld attend school together 
and receive instruction in the same school, 
the system developed into a purely and 
entirely denominational one. in which each 
denomination had its own little school, with 
the result that al) over the country there were 
small schools, badly built and equipped, with 
no provision made for the proper heating or 
cleaning. 

Pointing out how the Northern Govern- 
ment’s Education Act of 1923 proposed to do 
away with this system, Mr. Smyth said that 
a fierce attack was being made on it on the 
same lines as in 1831. They again heard the 
cry that the Bible was in danger and Pro- 
testantism was in danger, and now, as then. 


fray, 
RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 

Contending that ample provision was made 
for giving religious instruction in the schools, 
Mr. Smyth pointed out that in many of the 
transferred schools the teachers were bound 
under agreement to give this instruction. The 
teachers never objected to give religious in- 
structiog ; nor did they want to object to give 
religious instruction, and they would continue 
to give religious instruction as in the past. 
The Northern Education Act provided for a 
great democratic system of education, but the 
proposals of the Protestant Churches cut right 
across this. If these proposals were put into 
effect the education authorities would be 
reduced to a condition of impotence and the 
powers transferred to the locally appointed 
committees. If these local ccmmittees were 
appointed by the vote of the  ratepayer, 
possibly the trouble would not be so great, 
but half was to be selected by the transfer or 
of the school, a fourth by the parents of the 
children—they knew how that would be 
wangled—that was three-fourths to be 
appointed by the clergy, and the education 
guthority were to appoint one-fourth. The 
adoption of the proposals of the Protestant 
Churches would mean the return to the old 
denominational system in its \ery worst form. 
It had been urged that the Roman Catholics 
might get control of regional committees and 
appoint Roman Catholic teachers in Protestant 
schools, He maintained that the Ministry of 
Education had already ‘power to deal with 
this matter under the Act. The adoption oi 
the proposals of the Protestant Churches 
would mean, not the amendment, but the 
repeal of the Act, and be simply a return to 
the position as it was before the Act was 


various reasons. 

“The more you read these proposals,’’ added 
Mr. Smyth. “the more you see they are 
based on the idea that the Ministry is not 
to be trusted: the teachers are not. to he 
trusted, and the elected representatives are 
not to be trusted. The only hope of the future 
education of Ulster is to place it entirely in 
the hands of clergy. (Laughter and applause.) 
We have had a century of denominational 
education in Ireland, and [ think it is time 
that we had a change.” (Laughter.) 

THE REGIONAL COMMITTEES 

Mr. S. Rennix, Dundrum, seconding, said 
that one of the reasons of demanding these 
amendments was the constitution of the 
regional committees, and that they did not 
represent the Churches, but on an examination 
of the constitution of these committees one 
found that if the Churches had the appointing 
of these committees they could not appoint 
members more representative of the Churches. 
The teachers were quite as willing and 
anxious as the clergy that Bible instruction 
should be given. (Cries of : “ More so.' ). 
He believed that they were more so, because 
he knew the principal of a school of which 
me of the clergy prominently identified with 
this education controversy was manager, and 
this principal informed him that not once nm 
eleven vears had that clergyman given 
religious instruction in the school, and he 
scarcely ever asked if religious instruction 
had been given in it.

TEACHERS AND THE PUBLIC. 

Mr. R. M. Anketell, Ballintov, said that 
if the public got the impression that the 
clergy ‘were only fighting for Bible instruc 
tion in the schools it was quite possible that 
the public might follow them, and it should 
be made clear to the public that the eld 
denominational control of schools was what 
the clergy really wanted. 

Mr. Howard, Benbyrb, said that the Pro 
testant Education Committee should really 
he called the Clerical Managers’ Association, 
and said that the individual clergy had no 
right to be the autocratic dictators of any 
body of public servants. The teachers shov!4 
not be subjected to any localised commit 
tees, but only to a public department. 

Mr. Hugh Mcefiale, Belfast, said that the 
clergy had hoodwinked the Orangemen, and 
it was up to the teachers to show the people 
that the clergy had heen throwing sand into 
their eves. He suggested that the resolution 
so forward to the Press, accompanied by a 
manifesto prepared by the Central Commit 
tee, and change the minds of the people wan 
thought that the clergy were little-gods and 
the teachers were the reverse. 

The motion was unanimously passed. 

COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 

Mr. R. M. Anketell, Ballintoy, proposed 
that there should be a much more rigorous 
enforcement of the provisions of the sections 
of the Education Act dealing with compui- 
sory attendance, as irregular attendance in- 
jures not only the actual offenders, but 
lowers the whole standard of education. 

Mr. Anketell urged that Jocal attendance 
committees should be abolished entirely, and 
the duties allocated to the police; that al! 
school attendance cases should be heard Fy 
Resident Magistrates, with plenary powers 
to inflict penalties, and that extraordinary 
care and discrimination on the part of medi 
cal officers in issuing certificates should be 
exercised. 

Mr. J. Fletcher, B.A., Lisburn, seconded 
the resolution, which was supported by Mr 
James Boyd, Lisburn; Mr. Carson, Dun- 
drod, and Mr. Forsythe, Lisburn. 

Mr. Grier, Seskinore, advocated the aboli 
tion of local committees.

PERSECUTED FOR 
TWENTY YEARS. 


FARMER BOUND TO-THE 
PEACE. 
— SAN 


A remarkable story of the persecution of 
a well-known Strabane solicitor, Mr. John 
Elliott, was told in the Stranorlar District 
Court yesterday. 

Bernard Gallen, farmer, of Ballyarl, Killy- 
gordon, summoned John Elliott, solicitor, 
Strabane, for alleged abusive and threatening 
language on December 13th last. 

Gallen said that on December 13th he met 
Mr. Elliott at the railway station and asked 
him about money, and he ordered him away 
“like a mad dog,” and told witness that 
he would knock the face off him. He sent 
witness a challenge to fight him for £50. 
When he mentioned to Mr. Elliott about the 
£50 to be paid to the Dublin Fusiliers’ Fund 
on December 13th, he told witness to clear 
away, that he would knock the face off him 
if he mentioned it. This money never was 
paid to the Dublin Fusilers, as he had made 
inquiries at the War Office, and they replied 
that they knew nothing about it, and that 
they did not know Mr. Elliott. 

SCENE AT A FAIR. 

Cross-examined by Mr. R. 8S. Magee, solici- 
tor (who appeared for Mr. Elliott), witness 
said that Mr. Elliott was challenging him to 
fight all over the country. He denied that 
he was going round the country blackguard- 
ing Mr. Elhott. He admitted that he was 
at one time summoned for abusing Mr. Elliott 
in Strabane fair. He admitted that he had 
got a writ and signed an apology. 

Mr. Magee produced an apology signed by 
complainant for slanderous statements made 
against Mr. Elliott, and undertaking not to 
repeat them, and to subscribe £50 to the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers’ Prisoners of War 
Fund. Mr. Magee also produced a receipt 
for the £50, 

In further cross-examination, Gallen ad- 
mitted having got a letter from his firm of 
solicitors on behalf of Mr. Elliott for what 


happened on December 13th, and he again 
signed an apology and paid a sum of £5 


St. Vincent de Paul Society, Strabane. 
SOLICITOR’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. John Elliott, solicitor, giving evidence, 
said that at one time there was money 
coming from America for a Mary Kelly, a 
cousin of this man Gallen, from an uncle of 
hers, who died out there, and he got in touch 
with an attorney out there and received the 
information from him that a draft for £450 
5s. 8d., left by the uncle to this woman, had 
heen mailed by him to this man, Gallen, as 
it had heen represented to him that Mary 
Kelly was of weak intellect and could not 
look after it. Witness then brought legal 
proceedings to get this money from Gallen, 
which he held from the month of August, 
1908, to April, 1909, and when the case came 
for hearing defendant’s solicitor asked witness 
to have the case struck out on payment of 
the money and the costs, to which he agreed. 
In Strabane fair subsequently Gallen met 
witness, and used the most violent language

JUSTICE’S COMMENT. 

Justice O’Hanrahan said that it was very 
difticult for him to speak in strained language 
of the feelings which Gallen had aroused in 
him about this case. He had known Mr. 
John Elliott fer something like twelve years, 
and testifed to the high place which Mr. 
Elliott deservedly held both in his profession 
and among the general public. At first he 
thought that this was a case instituted by a 
lunatic or a man under the influence of drink 
end not responsible for his conduct, but such 
was not the case. The facts became more and 
more amazing as the case went on, and he 
found to hig surprise that Mr. John Elliott 
had been persecuted for the past twenty years 
by a malicious, blackguardly, vindictive cam- 
paign instituted by this man Gallen, animated 
by bitterness and by malice of a nature which 
never came before him in any capacity in this 
country before. The case was absolutely un- 
paralleled in his experience, and he must take 
a really serious view of this campaign of in- 
timidation, blackguardism and slander. He 
dismissed Gallen’s case with £2 2s. costs, and 
ordered Gallen to enter into bail to keep the 
peace and be of good. behaviour for two years, 
himself in £50 and two sureties of £25 each, 
or, in the alternative, three months’ imprison- 
ment.

Britain as Mediator. 

The friendly meeting on the banks of 
the Arno between Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and Signor Mussolini has -mueh-import- 
ance. During recent years Italy has played 
a very small part in Allied affairs. Since 
the signing of the Locarno Pact Signor 
Mussolini has not left Italy, and all the 
décisive negotiations between the Allies 
and Germany have been carried out by 
the’ British and French Foreign Ministers. 
Yet Italy has been playing a vital part 
in European politics. The Treaty of 
Tirana was one of the most momentous 
instruments since the Treaty of Versailles, 
By virtue of this Treaty Albania has 
become virtually an Italian Protectorate. 
Italian diplomacy has been given a pied a 
terre on the Balkan peninsula, and Italy 
has been placed in a position of definite 
superiority to .Yugo-Slavia, her nearest 
and most dangerous rival in the Balkans. 
Naturally, the Belgrade Government, stil] 
smarting under its diplomatic defeat on 
the Fiume question, resents the growth of 
Italy’s influence in Albania. Yugo-Slavia, 
as a member of the Little Entente, is 
allied very closely to France. Every move- 
ment in Belgrade is reflected immediately 
in Paris, and consequently the conclusion 
of the Tirana Treaty has made a very bad 
lumpression on French opinion. Rightly 
the French Government 
believes that Italy has designs on Haute 
Savoie. 


or wrongly, 


Signor Mussolini has taken no 
steps to correct this belief, and, as a 
result, the relations between Rome and 
Paris are anything but cordial. 

In the circumstances it is interesting 
to learn that the French Press welcomes 
Signor Mussolini’s conversation with Sir 
Even that. most 
candid critic of British policy, “ Pertinax.” 
of the Echo de Paris, declares that France 
has nothing to lose, and much to gain, 
from a close friendship between Britain 
and Italy, 


Austen Chamberlain, 


“The path from Rome to 
Paris,” he writes, “lies through London,” 
France at one time was gravely alarmed 
by Signor Mussolini s Balkan activities; 
but, now that Britain is identifying her- 
self with Italian policy, her fears are being 
dispelled. There is no doubt that a 
Franco-Italian rapprochement is highly 
desirable. Both nations. have Balkan 
ambitions. Since the. war: France has 
cultivated sedulously the friendship of 
Yugo-Slavia and. Rymania, and on more 
than. one occasion Belgrade’s attitude 
towards Italy has been decided at the 
Quai.d’Orsay. . Signor .Mussolini, on the 
other hand, has ignored France and 
French interests, and the feeling persists 
that Rome and Paris are working against 
each other, France dreads an attempt 
by Signor Mussvlini to recover the lost 
provinces of High Savoy, and Italy

He ‘knows and likes both countries. He 
has been received in Florence with as 
much enthusiasm as he would have ex- 
perienced in France, and, as the Petit 
Parisien remarks, this fact clears the way 
for an understanding between Paris and 
Rome through his good offices. It has 
been suggested that Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain will be elevated to. the peerage after 
the general election in England, and that, 
even if Mr. Baldwin's Government is 
returned. to power, he will not go back 
to the Foreign Office after May 30th. He 
has a great opportunity now to crown a 
very successful tenure of office. A Franco- 
Italian rapprochement would remove one 
of the real anxieties of statesmanship, 
especially if it should be based “on 
an understanding concerning policy in 
the Balkans. Frante evidently would 
welcome it, and, now that the Vatican’s 
influence: in is of some 
account again, Signor Mussolini hardly 
would refuse to come to terms with the 
“eldest daughter of the Church.” 


Italian . affairs 


Ireland and Australia. 


What will be the result of the reduction 
in the quota of immigrants whom the 
United States henceforward will admit 
lrom the Irish Free State? During recent 
years the flight from the Irish countryside 
has continued apace, and emigration to 
the United States has been limited only 
by the regulations of the American 
authorities. There is no sign of abate- 
ment in the emigration habit, and we may 
assume, therefore, that Free State 
immigrants to the States for years to come 
will number 17,853 per annum—the figure 
at which the new quota stands. What, 
however, will bappen to the seven 
thousand young people who would become 
immigrants every year if the cld quota 
had continued in force? Will they swallow 
their disappointment at being denied jobs 
in the mines of Pennsylyania and the 
kitchens of Hoboken? Will they settle 
down to the life upon the land that was 
tilled by their forbears? Most of them 
probably could find employment at home 
if an agricultural polity were held in re- 
spect and they were ready tu work at home 
as hard as abroad. Nevertheless, some of 
them still of necessity will emigrate, and 
some—if not all—will not be satisfied save 
by adventuring to new lands, An Irish- 
man who: has ‘risen to eminence in 
Australia—the Hon. John W. Kirwan, 
President of the Legislative. Council cf 
West Australia—states the claim of one 
great, rising land for consideration by 
intending migrants. Writing in The 
Nineteenth Century and After, he tells 
how Western Australia received its first 
settlers from these islands exactly one 
hundred years ago, and how, by patient 
and heroic toil, a prosperous community 
has been established. At the end of 
1829, there were 850 colonists in that vast 
region. . In those days of sailing ships and 
slow communications they were ‘almost 
isolated from the familiar world. Many 
of the settlers were gentle folk on whom 
the rough work of pioneers told with 
especial hardship. The enmity of the 
natives added to the rigours of nature. In 
twenty years the European population 
increased to 5,000, and then Western 
Australia was made a penal settlement and 
received Jarge numbers of settlers of anew 
kind. In the ’sixties convicted Fenians 
were transported thither. Among them 
was John Boyle O’Keilly, whose story, 
““Moondyne Joe’’—which still is read— 
contained a prophetic suggestion of the 
great gold deposits that later were dis- 
covered. The gold fields brought hosts of 
prospectors in the eighties and ‘nineties. 
Herbert Hoover, now President of -the 
United States, spent three years there as 
a mining engineer, The gold lay chiefly 
in waterless regions, and the work of 
irrigation, whereby new regions were made 
fruitful, was carried out by an Irish 
engineer, Mr. C. Y. O’Connor, the con- 
structor of the harbour at Fremantle. 
To-day one in five of the European popu- 
lation, now numbering 400,000 souls, is of 
Irish birth or descent, 


The Test of Time. 


Recently the Manchester Guardian in- 
vited its public to suggest the names of six 
British novelists, now alive, who are likely 
to have readers in A.D. 2029. It has 
awarded the first prize to the following 
list:—Messrs. Wells, Bennett, George 
Moore, Galsworthy, R. H. Mottram and 
Miss Kaye Smith. An identical list, save 
that Mr. Kipling replaces Mr. Moore, 
won the second prize. The newspaper’s 
own judgment approved these selections, 
but the popular choice, as decided by the 
votes of its readers, was for the following 
list :—Messrs. Galsworthy, Wells, Bennett, 


} Kipling, Barrie and Walpole. Of these 


six Mr. Galsworthy was easily first with 
1,180 votes, and Mr. Walpole, in the sixth 
place, had 233 yotes. ‘The Manchester 
Guardian's readers found no fewer than 
ninety-six of their contemporaries to be 
worthy of sustained perusal a century 
hence, and the newspaper comments on 
this. optimism. Here it has chosen a 
mild’ word; indeed, its own mere sug- 
gestion that so. many as six living 
novelists may be read in the year 2029 
betrays, as we think, a very flagrant 
optimism. Making this century-test retro- 
spective, let us put ourselves back in the 
year 1829, The number of fiction-writers 
then was not so Vallombrosan as it is now, 
but it was large; and a score or so, 
according to contemporary critics, were 
secure of immortality. Of how many of 
them to-day do the names—much less the 
books—survive? Sir Walter ‘Scott still 
has a staunch, though ageing, clientele, 
and booksellers still stock Bulwer Lytton’s 
‘‘ Last Days of Pompeii,’ but all the rest 
are clean forgotten. We doubt if so many 
as two of the writers on the Manchester 
Guardian’s prize lists will find audiences 


ment of his.style, and Mr. Kipling through 
his splendid quality of vigour. ' Perhaps, a 
scientific interest in his social speculations 
(by ‘that time- discredited or confirmed) 
will kéep Mr. Wells alive for a hundred 
years; but Mr.  Bennett’s ‘ materialism 
and Mr. Galsworthy’s portraiture (lacking 
Jane: Austen’s secret) are not enduring 
stuff.

“¢ Porhaps no one can say as I can, 
that I have seen the funerals of the Duke 
of Wellington and of Marshal Foch, and 
that I have not stayed in Paris since I 
saw the Germans march in and out.” 
Thus Field-Marshal Lord Methuen has 
written to The Times, and his. words 
suggest two trains of thought. When we 
think of Wellington's funeral we think of 
Tennyson’s ode, and we. realise suddenly 
that this noble poem might have been 
written as: a tribute to Marshal Foch.

MYSTERY OF HIS GRAVE IN 
THE TEMPLE, 


To-day is the 155th ‘anniversary. of the 
death of Oliver Goldsmith, and the reputed 
site of bis grave within the Temple preeincts, 
London, becomes every year more and more 
a place of pilgrimage for his faithful 
admirers, It is situated in one of the most 
sequestered spots of the quiet Temple, in 4 
court that’ forms a cul-de-sac, and but a few 
yards dietant from the Strand. 

That. Goldsmith was buried in the Temple 
Churchyard has been placed without doubt 
by the entry in the register which explicitly 
states that .' Oliver Goldsmith, B.M..,. late of 
Brick Court, in the Middle Temple, was 
buried in the churchyard the 9th day of 
April, 1774.” But the present tombstone, 
which professes to record his resting-place, 
was erected about the middle of the last 
century Upon a more or less conjectural site, 
because the correct spot had then been for- 
gotien. 
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MEDICAL TESTS FOR 

~ ~ - 
"BUS DRIVERS. 

PROTECTING THE PUBLIC. 

Shdéuld motor drivers undergo a test of 
physical fitness before they are granted a 
licence to drive a ’bus or char-a-bancs ? 

The question is revived by a recently re- 

rted accident in,England, where a ’bus ran 
Ccbeaedé and crashed into a wall, after the 
driver had become unconscious at the steer- 
ing wheel. It is stated fhat the man was 
found at the hospital to be epileptic. 

The London General Omnibus Company 
already has a strict medical examination for 
drivers, and the Association of London Omn- 
bus Proprietors is considering the matter at 
its next Council meeting. 

“I consider it is most essential,” said Mr. 
T. L. Summers, secretary. of the latter 
organisation, that ‘‘men who want to become 
*bus drivers should be tested for heart, eye- 
sight, and yenéral fitness.”’ 

SEARCHING QUESTIONS. 

Mr. R. B. Bailey, secretary of the Motor 
Hirers’ Association, said :— 

‘** Owners of both ’buses and motor coaches 
as a general rule ask very searching ques- 
tions off applicants for posts as drivers. 
They inquire about general health, and 
whether the man is subject to any kiud of 
disease or illness. 1 cannot imagine that 
anybody could allow an epileptic to drive a 
vehicle if it were known that he was such. 

“A Royal Commission is now considering 
whether a medical test should be insisted 
upon, and employers would probably raise no 
objection if the Commission reported that 
such an examination should be made. 

“The difficulty is that one cannot see 
how it would avoid occasional mishaps 
through temporary unfitness. A_ driver 
may be 7 sound, and yet there may 
come a day when he is not quite so well as 
usual, That day he may become dizzy, and 
there may be an entirely unavoidable ac- 
cident. It is like a man falling down when 
he is walking. It just cannot be helped. 
Fortunately, cases in which drivers are taken 
at the wheel with faintness or illness or 
enytiting which makes them unfit: to drive are 
remarkably rare. The proportion among the 
thousands of drivers is so small that there is 
no need for public alarm.” 

‘THE ROAD TRAFFIC BILL 

The draft Road Traffie Bill circulated 
about three years ago, but not yet considered 
by Parliament, it was pointed out hy Mr. 
Lugette, of G.B. Motor Tours, requires a 
driver to sign a declaration that he is not 
suffering from certain physical disabilities.

good authority that the Betting Control 
Board is to discuss means for diverting 
money staked with the bookmakers to the 
totalisator, ,a scheme which would involve 
an important change in the betting laws. 
It is expected in the racing world that 
the bets tax in its present form is doomed, 
and that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
probably will substitute for the tax on 
turp-over a scheme of graded licences fur 
bookmakers. No more than that need be 
expected in the Budget speech of this 
vear, but after the general election it 18 
certain. that the Betting Control Board 
will seek further powers to ensure thio 
complete success of the totalisator. 


Freedom of the Seas. 


It is somewhat amusing for the foreign 
onlooker that the affair of the I’m Alone, 
followed by that of Mr. Stuyvesant Fish's 
yacht, should occur at a time when 
‘American writers are busy proclaiming 
the doctrine of the freedom of the seas 
as the centre of American policy, and 
denouncing the alleged British conception 
of supremacy of the seas. Outsiders may 
feel a little diffidence about pointing to 
these inconsistencies, but there is little 
fear that on this account they will go 
unobserved; for the American Press 18 
containing as lively a set of commentaries 
on the situation as anybody could wish 
for. American millionaires have to be 
taken seriously, and apparently Mr. Fish 
intends to make a great, deal of trouble 
until he has received ‘ample apologies from 
the too energetic coastguards. 


A Traffic Census. 


For twelve hours to-morrow—fram ten 
in the morning to ten at night—the 
Ministry of Transport will be engaged in 
<ompleting the trafhc census which was 
commenced in March of last year. Once 
a week counts have taken place at a perio 
of twenty-four hours at twenty-four 
selected points on reads in all parts of 
England, these counts having been made 
at different days of the week, in the order 
of Monday to Saturday, with a special 
count on Bank Holiday. Every variety 
of vehicle will be classified, and the census 
when complete. will show the volume of 
both night and day traffic on every day 
of the week.) The final count of to-morrow 
is the forty-third. 


The King's Cars, 


The King has just added three nev 
motor cars to his fleet, the first beine a 
six-wheeled saloon, in which he will | 
able to travel with his guests when shoor- 
ing on the moors. It is an interestinc 
example of the skill of British designers 
in combining comfort with capability fer 
work. Jt has room for six or more jop'e 
as well as the usual tmpedimenta needle 
by a shooting party. The second car is of 
the brougham type, with only four seats, 
two for chauffeur and footman and two 
inside. This will bemseá for private wor 
only. The third car has been ordered to 
replace a saloon car used by the members 
of the Household. All the King’s cars are 
looked after by a special staff of 
mechanics at Buckingham Palace, while 
the tyres are inspected once a fortnight by 
an éxpert. Every time the cars are used 
they are overlooked, all scratches removed 
and. varnished over, so that the paint 
work always retains a fresh appearance. 


Customs at Victoria. 


The Soutbern Railway has determined 
that one of the hardships frequently 
endured by travellers from the Continent 
on arrival at Victoria Station shall be 
abolished, by arranging a great i:prove- 
ment in the conditions under which the 
Customs examination will take place. The 
whole of the platform at which the conti- 
nental trains arrive will be roofed over, 
and, in addition, there will be an inner 
roof over that portion of the platform 
where the examination takes place. The 
officials will carry out their work in sn 
enclosed area, which will be warmed by a 
special arrangement of steam pipes 
running under the platform and radiatin“ 
heat through grills near the flooring. lí 
possible, this work is to be completed 
before next winter. It will come as a 
surprise to many people to learn that half 
of the entire cost of the Customs examina- 
tion at Victoria is borne by the railwav 
company, which, in addition, has to 
provide the whole of the necessary 
accommodation. 


Influenza. 


The wave of influenza may now be re- 
garded as termiuated in London, and as 
nearing its end in other places. Com- 
plete statistics of the epidemic have been 
compiled by the Health Section of the 
League of Nations, from which it would 
appear that most of the European 
countries were affected, with the excep- 
tion of the western part of Switzerland. 
When influenza mortality began to de- 
cline the decrease was less marked in a 
few districts of Yorkshire and the West 
Midlands of this country, and in Czecho- 
Slovakia, Hungary and Italy on the Con- 
tinent. With regard to London, once the 
decline showed itself it made rapid pro- 
gress, and the mortality rate descended 
quickly. 


David Livingstone . 


The birth of David Livingstone, the 
African medical missionary and explorer, 
on March 10, 1813, is being commemo- 
rated this month by children of the Con- 
gregational churches in the United States 
with gifts towards the restoration of his 
birthplace in Scotland. The gifts are 
being collected by Miss Agnes S. Kelsey. 
of Boston, Mass., Children’s Secretary of 
the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, the Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Congregational churches. 
Livingstone was born in an old tenement 
house among the cotton mills of Bian 
tyre village, on the River Clyde. The 
house is to be made into a memorial 
museum, with rooms showing how the 
mill workers lived at the time of Living- 
stone's childhood, and with other rooms 
containing exhibits illustrative of Living- 
stone's travels in Africa.’ The exhibits 
will include a life-sized tableau, given by 
Ring Khama, the sovereign of a Christian 
tribe in Central Africa.

BETTING: TAX MAY BE 
ABOLISHED. - 


NEW SYSTEM OF LICENCES 
EXPECTED. 

In anticipation of the abolition of the 
existing betting tax when the Budget will 
be introduced in the Honse of Commons, 
many prominent. bookmakers in England 
have decided, to charge, no tax. to their 
clients after the present week. 

Mr. Churchill, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, is expected to substitute for 
the existing bets tax a system of graded 
licence duty. At present the bookmaker 
is required to pay a duty of £10 on a 
certificate which he must take out under 
the bets tax and a duty of £10 on the 
revistration of each set of premises used 
for receiving bets on credit. 

Under the new system it is probable 
that the bookmaker will pay a graded 
licence duty, varying from a minimum 
oi £60 to a maximum of £5,000. It is 
estimated that this scheme will. produce 
a revenue of about £2,000,000. 

Mir. James Sutters, a director of the 
Victoria Club, London, the chief clearing 
house for betting transactions, stated yes- 
terday that he thought the present 
method of indiscriminately issuing and 
renewing licences is wrong. Tattersall’s 
Committee have some contro] over course 
bookmakers and backers, but others, 
operating away from the course, could, if 
they so desired, ignore with impunity any 
order that body might make. 

A recognised arbitration board should 
be appointed, consisting of men having a 
thorough knowledge of the intricacies of 
betting ‘questions who could settle 
disputes and register defaulters.

MR. THOMAS EXPLAINS 
_ THEIR SCHEME. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P.. speaking at 
Plymouth last night, outlined a part of 
the policy of the Labour Party for the 
general election. Dealing with unemploy- 
ment, he characterised Mr. Lloyd 
George’s campaign as “a stunt,” and 
said that it was untrue that unemploy- 
ment could be permanently cured with- 
out cost of money. The Government's 
onjy solution was charity. The Labour 
Party would keep 400,000 children out of 
industry for a year by raising the school 
age, and would add to the pensions at 
sixty-five to enable 350,000 workers to 
retire. This would make room for 
600,000 young workers between eighteen 
and: twenty-five ‘years of age.’ | 
-Road-making alone was not a solution 
of unemployment. It was necessary to 
stimulate other industries, and the first 
thing the Labour Party would do, il 
elected, would be to reintroduce the 
Trades Facilities Act, so that legitimate 
trades needing financial backing would 
have the support of the State to develop 
their property. 

There were many other ways, among 
them the construction of the Channel] 
tunnel, of which he was a whole-hearted 
supporter. 

Answering a question as to the Inde- 
pendent Labour Party’s resolution to bar 
war credits, Mr..Thomas ‘said that it 
would not be considered by the Labour 
Party. “ We are not íools,” he added. 
‘Disarmament can only be brought about 
by establishing confidence between 
nations and getting them to fall into 
line.”

FLYING BOAT REACHES

SEARCH PLANS FOR THE 
SOUTHERN CROSS.

SYDNEY, Wednesday. 
The Western Australian Airways machine, 
piloted by Mr. Woods, which has been sent 
to search for the Southern Cross, flew over 
the Drysdale River Mission to-day and 
dropped a typewritten sheet of three ques- 
tions, requesting the missionaries to answer 
them ''ves” by waving a sheet, or “no” 
by spreading a sheet on the ground. 

The first question, *‘ Did an aeroplane fly 
over on Sunday?’ was answered sn the 
affirmative. 

The second. was: “ Did they drop a note?’ 
The mtssionaries first spread a sheet on the 
ground, and then quickly gathered it up 
and waved it, apparently meaning ‘“ ves.” 

The third, question was, ‘‘ Where did the 
acroplane go?” The white men and natives 
formed a liae, and walked in a south-westerly 
direction. 

i'he rescue aeroplane then dropped a further 
question, ‘‘ Are they safe?’’ to which no 
answer was given. 

The aeroplane returned to Wyndham, and 
will instal-a larger petrol tank and return to 
Drysdale to obtain further details. 

It is believed that the. airmen of the 
Southern Cross must be either in the vicinity 
of Port George Mission or within fifty miles 
of Drysdale. 

Heavy rains in Queensland are delaying the 
despatch of the relief aeroplanes from Sydney 
to search the region of Wyndham for the 
niussing airmen. 

Wing-Commander Wackett, in .a Widgeon 
J;.. and Captain Holden, in a big de Havil- 
land, are ready. to start after twenty-four 
hcurs’-hurried preparation. Normally they 
could reach Wyndham in three days, landing 
at Charleville and Camooweal, but the aero- 
dromes at both these towns are at present 
under water. 

Subject to further reports, both aeroplanes 
may start to-morrow. The attention of all 
Australia is anxiously concentrated on the 
rescue measures.

Facts about the headquarters of the 
international ring which has been 
smuggling diamonds into the United 
States has been published in an article by 
Dr. von Baumhauer, of the Netherlands 
American Chamber of Commerce at 
Amsterdain. 

Dr. von Baumhauer points out that 
there are about twenty thousand organised 
diamond cutters, of which fourteen 
thousand are in Antwerp and approxt- 
mately.six thousand in Amsterdam. 


ANTWERP’S CUTTERS. 

Antwerp, however, has at least six 
thousind non-organised cutters, or, in all, 
about four times the total of Amsterdam. 
With twenty-five per cent. of Antwerp's 
total labour, Amsterdam exports diamonds 
to a value twenty-five per cent. higher 
than Antwerp. ' 
The difference of twenty-five per cent. 
greater export by Holland, which is pro- 
duced by seventy-five per cent. fewer work- 
men, is largely attributed to a great pro- 
duction for secret export by the Antwerp 
diamond cutters. 


SECRET INSURANCE COMPANY. 
Every case of smuggling discovered las 
found its seurce in Antwerp, and, from 
competegt sources, Dr. Baumhauer learned 
that the Antwerp smugglers, even went as 
far as to form a secret insurance company 
on a co-operative basis, with every parti- 
cipant paying a premium of five per cent. 
of the value of the secret exports to cover 
the risk of Joss at the hands of foreign 
Customs officials. 

This smuggling: deprives Amsterdam of 
much work, which, under normal condt- 
tions, would have gone to the large cutting 
works of*that’citr, which are equip 
with the most modern plants. This work 
is now done in the small shops of 
Antwerp. 


UNITED STATES OIL

ACTIVE SPECULATION 
IN ROME,

ROME, Wednesday. 

Considerable interest has been aroused 
here by the meeting of Signor Mussolini 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain. Since the 
announcement of the meeting was issued 
last night, speculation has been rife as 
regards the subjects discussed and the 
conclusions reached. A suggestion put 
forward by the younger Fascists, that yes- 
terday’s exchange of views is the prelude 
to a more formal expression of agreement 
between the two countries, is discounted 
in more responsible quarters. At ‘the 
same time, the length and privacy of the 
conversation is taken to confirm the view 
that the meeting was much more than a 
friendly talk. Significance is attached by 
some observers to the date chosen, which

In the absence of any account, other 
than that contained in the communsqué, 
of what was said at the Villa Gioiosa, 
commentators have seized eagerly on the 
official statement of the continued har- 
mony of British and Italian policies. 
Since Sir Austen Chamberlain’s previous 
meeting with Signor Mussolini, at Lég- 
horn, when a similar assurance of cor- 
diality was made, much has happened to 
throw doubt here as to its continuance.

EDUCATION IN ENGLISH 
RURAL DISTRICTS. 
wisain degfiictnie tn 
EVIL OF UNCERTIFIED 
TEACHERS. 
The National Union of ‘teachers’ Conference 
at Liauduano yesterday advpted a resolution, 
calling atiention. to “ the inadequate quali- 
licatious oi many teachers employed in rural 
sciiools.”’ 
A resolution, moved on behalf of the 
Executive by Mr. H. T. Morgan, of Bristol, 
requested that the Board of Education should 
at once prohibit any further appointments of 
supplementary teachers in rural areas, and 
called for the immediate discontinuance of 
pupil teachership in those few areas at 
present retaining it. At the same time, the 
resolution welcomed ‘‘ the contribution which 
country districts continue to make to the 
recruitment of the teaching profession,” and 
reaffirmed its opinion that '' any course of 
training designed specifically for the assist- 
ance of teachers who desire to work in small 
schools, or in rural areas, should be supple- 
mentary and additional to the normal course 
of training.” 
Mr. Morgan said that, compared with 
119,658 certificated teachers working in all 
schools in the country on March 31, 1927, 
there were 42,586 of lesser or no qualification. 
Of these, 8,734 were supplementary teachers, 
all women in remote rural areas. It was a 
scandal that there should be recocnised for 
the purpose of fulfilling the functions of 
teachers 8,734 who had no academic qualifica- 
tion whatever, and possessed no evidence 
other than possibly a medical certificate that 
they were competent and suitable.

‘Fraulein Aussem's is an isolated case, 
and I cannot recall any previous occasion of 
a well-known player having to give up the 
game because of eye strain. a 

“ But the constant strain of looking either 
at the ball or your opponent the whole time 
does undoubtedly tend to oe a fixed 
and hard expression which is only too ap- 
parent in the case of many women players. 

‘‘ There are cases of first-class —. who, 
starting as really pretty girls, have become 
so strained in their expressions that they are 
now positively plain looking. 

‘TENNIS ELBOW.” 

“The only other danger of tennis is the 
well-known ‘ tennis elbow,” the paim of which 
has caused many players to give up. But 
doctors are gradually discovering how to 
deal with this trouble—dieting is one way— 
and there are far fewer cases of players 
giving up now than formerly.” . 

Mr. L. A. Godfree, the well-known player, 
said that tennis had no harmful effects what- 
ever. 

“There is certainly ‘tennis elbow,’ but 
my opinion is that the trouble is caused by 
anything and everything but tennis.” 

A doctor was equally emphatic that tennis 
does not cause any undue strain either to 
the eyesight or to the muscles. 

““Any game naturally imposes an extra 
strain which will soon discover latent weak- 
nesses,” he said. ‘‘ but there is no reason that 
I can see why a sound-bodied man or woman 
should not play the most strenuous tennis 
year in and year out without any harm, 
always provided reasonable care is taken to 
relax in between games.” 


AUSTRIAN POLITICAL 
CRISIS. 


RESIGNATION OF THE CABINET. 
From ReuTEeR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Wednesday. 
The Federal Chancellor, Mgr. Seipel, 
handed the resignation of the Cabinet to the 
President this afternoon. The resignation 
was accepted, and Mgr. Seipel was requested 
to remain in office provisionally and to dis- 
charge current business. 
Mgr. Seipel, the Federal Chancellor, con- 
vened a meeting of the Cabinet to-day and 
pointed out that the situation in Austria had 
improved of late to such a degree that it was 
now possible to take a big step forward in the 
normal development of the country. This 
development would embrace house-building, 
rent re” im, reform of judicial methods and 
the powers of the police. In these circum- 
stances, and in view of the fact that he 
personally was regarded as a hindrance to the 
policy thus outlined, he stated that he pro- 
posed to tender his resignation to the 
President. 
The other Ministers ehared the views ex- 
pressed by Mgr. Seipel, and agreed to follow 
his example. 
Herr Kunschak, deputy and leader of the 
Christian Socialist Party, stated in a speech 
this evening that there would be no change 
of system, meaning that the present working 
majority of the Bourgeois parties would be 
maintained. . 
A communiqué, issued by the Pan-German 
Party, attributes the crisis to the factious 
apposition of the Social Democrats.

A NEW BURIAL REGULATION. 


At a meeting of Bundoran Urban Covncil 
on Tuesday evening, Mr. J. Carty (Chair- 
man) presiding, the Local Government De- 
partment wrote pointing out that it had come 
io their notice that in certain areas in An 
Saorstat the provision of additional burial 
ground accommedation has, owing to ex- 
ceptional geological conditions, been hampered 
by the requirement in the existing burial! 
ground regulations prescribing a minimum 
depth of 8 feet. 

An amending regulation has, accordingly, 
been made, whereby the full depth of 8 feet 
is precluded by the chagacter of the sub-soii. 
The determination of depth, consistent with 
the demands of public health, shall rest witn 
the Medical Officer of Health, subject, how- 
ever, to the conditions that only one inter- 
ment shall take place in any such grave, 
unless a further interment is similarly 
authorised.

Mr. Mortished, in the course of his letter, 
says :--The wages rates given by Mr. 
Lhompsen are presented in the form best cal- 
culated to create prejudice on the part of 
uuthinking readers against building workers. 
We are ziven figures to show that wages in 
Dublin now are 14s. 2d. a week higher 
than in certain English cities, and that since 
1914 wages in Dublin have risen by £2 6s. 2d 
a week, while in the English cities wages 
have risen by only £1 Qs. 10d. a week. 
lf Kuglish wages are to be accepted as the 
stundard now, as the master builders’ letter 
ngyests, they should Hkewise have been 
accepted as cbe standard in 1914, and Dublin 
uperatives might claim that a certain increase 
Was necessary merely to bring their wages up 
to the English level. Moreover, the cost of 
living has increased to a greater extent in 
Dublin since 1914 than it has in the English 
cities, so that a further increase in money 
wages in Dublin would be required merely 
to maintain the real wages of Dublin opera- 
tii@: at the same level as those of their 
Jái lish colleagues When allowance is 
made for these factors. the disparity which

AT LIFFEY WEIRS,

BAILIFF’S ADVENTURES 
WITH POACHERS. 


—— = 


At a meeting of the Board of Dublin 
Conservators of Fisheries the head bailiff, 
Mr. M. McNamara, in his report, said that 
the River Liffey had been very low during 
the past month, and very little fishing had 
been carried on im it. There were a good 
many salmon between Islandbridge and 
Lucan, but they would not take a bait. He 
had not heard of a single salmon being 
caught by the anglers during the past few 
weeks, 

He also reported having seized a net. from 
two brothers, “Cór Ad and William 
Mullen, who had it in a boat near Capel 
Street Bridge. After seizing the net, he said, 
both admitted that they were going to fish 
in the river between O'Connell Bridge and 
Capel Street Bridge. They also admitted 
that they had caught about 150 salmon there 
since February 1 last. 

He further reported that on the same day 
stones were thrown at himself and. the 
assistant water bailiff while seizing a salmon 
drift net which was placed in the river near 
Ringsend, opposite the Technical Schools. 
Later they seized a third net, which they 
found in the river. 

MISSING NETS. 

They left the three nets out to dry. 
The nets remained there all dav, and were 
all right at midnight, but the following morn- 
ing two of the nets were gone, The nets had 
not been traced. ‘The third net was sold for 
£2 10s. He further reported that on last 
Tuesday he, with the assistant bailiff. saw a 
number of men in boats on the Liffey, in 
the vicinity of the Custom House. They also 
saw a net shot across the river. The bailiff 
und his assistant took up a position on each 
side of the river, accompanied by a detective. 
They repeatedly called on two men in a boat 
in charge of the net to come ashore, but 
they refused. Eventually a revolver shot 
was ‘fired over their heads, and they then 
moved down the river towards Ringsend, 
where they disappeared. A number of detee- 
tives searched both sides of the river, but 
failed to trace them. The net, however, was 
seized and taken to Store Streef Civic Guard 
Station. The board decided to prosecute the | 
brothers Mullen. 

SALMON " HELD UP.” 

In his report. Mr. John Kane, Ballymore | 
Eustace, said that there was an enormous 
numbér of salmon in the Liffey at present, 
trying to get back after spawning, bat the 
river was so very low that they could not 
get further than the weirs at Harristown, 
Kilcullen and Athgarvan. If the river did 
not soon rise he feared that a lot of the fish 
would die. He suggested that: something 
might be done io get them over the weirs, 

- The Chairman said that the great dange) 
was of the disease ‘‘ furunculosis ” setting in 
among them. This disease was so cr | 
in the rivers and hatcheries in England that 
the Free State Department of Fisheries had 
placed a ban on the importation of salmon 
and trout ova or fish. 

THOUSANDS OF FISH. 

Mr. Woodnutt said that there were thou. 
sands of fish between Chapelizod and Island 
Bridge, some of them up to 30lb. in weight. 
There had been a very big improvement in 
the Liffey in the last ten years. He thought 
that was greatly due to the preservation in 
the liffey, and seeing that salmon returned 
alter spawning. | 

The following resolution, which had been 
passed by the Drogheda Board of Conserva- 
tors, was submitted:—‘‘ That the fishing 
rights, which are presently, and in future 
will be, vested in the Trish Land Commission, 
be transierred te the local Board of Conserva- 
tors, save in such cases as the vendor or 
occupier shall retain or purchase or lease 
such rights.” 

The Chairman said that it seemed to him 
a doubtful thing to commit themselves to. 
If it left them open to possibilities of ex- 
pense, he did not think they were entitled 
to jncur expense in the matter. The first 
thing was: had they. as a Board, any right 
to hold fishing rights at all. They might 
not iunagine that the Land Commission would 
give them this unless they paid rates on 
these fisheries. 

Mr. Woodnutt said that they had noi the 
right to hold rights. 

Tne Chairman thought that no matter 
whether they passed the resolution or not, 
he did not think the Land Commission would 
grant it to them. 

It was decided to mark the letter “ read,” 
and to state that the proposal had been con- 
sidered; but that it was believed at present 
not to be practicable. 

The Secretary reported the receipt of £50 
from the Department of Fisheries towards 
the allocation of suitable accommodation for 
the Board's motor patrol boat. It was de- 
cided to approach the Port and Docks Board 
with a. view of securing a site near the 
Custoin House. 

lt was reported that the amount to the 
credit of the Board was £385 lls. 11d. 

On the motion of the Chairman (Dr. 
Leaper), seconded by Mr. P. C. Fagan, a 
vote of sympathy was passed to the inem- 
bers of the family of the late Mr. Michael 
Flanagan (jun.), who had been a member oi 
the Board for many years, and whose valu- 
able assistance on all fishery matters always 
was much appreciated.

£126,113, compared with the previous yeár, 
was explained, in the first place, by a de- 
cline in receipts, both from. passage money 
and freights. - It was a curious fact, and, 
to some extent, a disconcerting one, that the 
number of passengers crossing the Atlantic 
in the first-class accommodation had never 
recovered. its pre-war level. Having, regard 
to the immunsely increased prosperity of the 
United States and. the wide diffusion ot 
wealth in that country, one would expect at 
least a corresponding incféase in the number 
of travellers in the more luxurious aud ex- 
pensive accommodation, but although more 
than ten years. have passed since the end 
f the war, there was stil] no expansion in 
that particular section of the business, The 
freight market was also a disappointing one. 
The North Atlantic trade, like -others, had 
felt the effects of the depressed state of ui- 


| dustry in this country, and this had been re- 


flected in the lessened demand for American 

roducts and the consequent fall in rates ol 
Freight. While it would be unsafe to.pro- 
phesy what the present year may have in 
store, they could say this, that, industrial 
conditions on the other side of the Atlantic 
appear to be remarkably stable, and given a 
continuation of the cordial spirit of good- 
will that had obtained so largely between 
employers and employés on this side during 
the past year or so, and with more settled 
international conditions in Europe, }t was 
not, perhaps, unreasonable to look forward 
with some degree of confidence to better 
freight conditions. (Hear, hear.)

A BAD YEAR. 


SHAREHOLDERS’ COMMITIEE 
APPOINTED. 


‘The. meeting of the 7 Hotel and 
Restaurant Company and Michael Nugent, 
Ltd.. was held in the Dolphin Hotel, Essex 
street, Dublin, yesterday. Mr, F. A. Moran, 
managing director, presided. 

At the outset a motion to exclude the 
Press was defeated by seven votes to three. 

The Chairman and Managing Director, in 
the course of bis address, said :'—' You have 
had the statement of accounts and the 
directors’ report before you for some time, 
and I am sure you regret as much as I do 
that the year under review has proved an 
unprofitable ene. The Dolphin, like most 
other businesses in this country, is feeling 
the strain through which we are all passing, 
and we can only hope that the present set- 
back is of a purely temporary nature. The 
causes for this unfortunate state of affairs 
are precisely the same as those of Jast year 
to which’ 1 referred. There can be no ques- 
tion that luncheon business has been seriously 
affected by the licensing regulations, which 
in practice causes the lunch trade to auto- 
matically finish at 2.30 each afternoon; and. 
perhaps, even more serious still is the almost 
complete collapse of the attendances at race 
meetings.” During the past year upwards 
of £750 had been: spent in papering, paint- 
ing. re-decorating and lighting the hotel. 
This sum had been paid out of revenue, and, 
of course, will not vecur during the present 
vear. ‘The liabilities of the company 
amounted to £6,881, as compared with 
£5,712 for 1927. . The premises, fittings, 
etc., stand at the same figure as mm the 
previous balance>viz., £63,040. The stock- 
in-trade and. in bond amounts to £12,126, 
as compared with £11,985. Sundry debtors, 
after deducting reserve of £500, amount to 
£803, as compared with £1 307. and cash In 
hands and in the bank £2,496, compared
